“EMERALD ISLE.” 


“Emerald Isle,” the only island in 
Lake Tahoe, and a spot visited by all 
tourists te Lake Tahoe during the 
Sommer months, is situated in Emer- 
ald Bay at the southwestern end of 
the lake, a small body of water cele- 


brated alike for its t depth, the 
bright emerald hue of its waters and 
its picturesque surroundings —*the 
white foam of Eagle Falls seen through 
the foliage of ever-green trees in the 
distance, dashing down from the rocky 
heights of the mountaius, hundreds of 
feet above. The island is a monstrous 
cone-shaped rock, projecting two 
hundred feet above the surface of the 
weter, and covered with small, with- 
ered shrubs of wild oak. It is sur- 
mountable only on one side, and there 
with great difficulty.
